THIS DAY IN HISTORY 


One hundred and ten years ago to- 


day, February 17, 1813, Commodore 
Perry, then in command of a flotilla of 
gunboats In Newport harbor, received 
his orders to proceed to'. Lake Erie 
and Uke command of matters there. 
So popular was he with the men under 
his command that one hundred and 
forty-nine of them, officers, men anJ 
boya, mostly Newporters, volunteered 
to go with him, in the dead of win- 
ter, on an unknown service. The very 
day the orders came he sent forward 
oric-tliirii 
the volunteers under 


sailing-master Almy, as many more 
two days later under sailing-master 
Champlin, the rest two days later un- 
der sailing-master Taylor, all New- 
porters, One day later, having set- 
tled his affairs here, he started, him- 
self, through an unknown country, 
and in the dead of winter to win un- 
dying fame as the first and only man 
in history to capture an entire Brit-. 
ish fleet, manned and commanded by 
veterans of long experience. As long 
as time shall last the heroic victory 
of Perry on Lake Erie will be treas- 
ured in the minds of a grateful peo- 
ple who enjoy the fruits of that ncver 
to .be forgotten action. 
• The victory of Perry oh Lake Erie 
will go down in history as one of the 
most remarkable battles ever fought, 
and the consequences of that victorv 
are as great as the contest was he- 
roic. 
It redeemed a continent and 


brought back to the United States 
a territory today teeming with thirty 
millions of loyal citizens.

million, which, 


added to twelve million In occidental 
Africa, Indicates what tlie develop- 
ment of such a railway would mean. 
These territories hold unlimited lum- 
ber, with 00,000 square miles In occi- 
dental Africa alone. This easy motor 
expedition has shown the French gov- 
ernment that It will be possible to 
supply Europe with cotton, lumber, 
tobacco and Ivory. 


The government awaited with the

Trees and Shrubbery Should 


Not Be Disturbed While 


Showing Growth. 


Deciduous 
plants are 
ordinarily 


moved when dormant or during the 
period from a little before the leaves 
drop In the aulumu, until growth 
starts In the spring. With eitru care 
they may bo moved at other times. 
The secret of successful transplanting 
Is getting u good root growth started 
before top growth makes too heavy 
dc-mands upon the roots. 
In cool 


moist climates there Is not the same 
core demanded us In wanner or drier 
ones. 
If possible, plants should bo 


put In their pi'riminem places Immedi- 
ately. Otherwise, they should bo put 
in the ground temporarily to prevent 
their drying out, slates the United

Trees Heaoy for Planting. 


States Department of Agriculture. The 
coll must he so dry thnt.thcro will be 
no danger of its packing hard enough 
about the roots to bake or become 
brlckllke on drying, and will spring 
apart 
again 
after 
being squeezed 


tightly In the imnd. 


The holes should be dug suillclentfy 


wide to take nil the roots without 
doubling them back, and deep enough 
to set the plant a little deeper than It 
grew before and still have 2 or 3 
Inches of good new soil under It. The 
good top soil should be saved for put- 
ting back In the hole about the roota 
of the plant, the sub-soli should he 
taken away and be replaced by good 
soil. Well rotted manure and ground 
bone or cotton-seed meal may be lib- 
erally mixed with the earth about the 
roots of the newly set tree. These 
should be well in I red with the soil 
but should not come In direct contact 
with the roots... 


The roots should be placed as near- 


ly In the position they grew as !e pos- 
sible, care being taken not to leave 


• I Hem In • layers: wlthoni Bhe'sol]'-be- 
' (ween:1 life" plant'should'be gently 


worked up and down to be sure there 
Is no opening left under the place 
•from which the roots branch. After 
the hole Is partially filled, the sol! 
must be well tamped to bring the 
roots and toil Into close contact with 
one another. If the earth Is very dry 
water should he applied before the 
hole is finally filled. After It has 
soaked away the balance of the soil 
should be-replaced but without any 
tamp.ng 
or 
firming 
of 
any 
kind 


When the work Is done in the fall It 
Is well to make a mound about the 
plant to prevent wind from swaying 
It and loosening It la the soil; This 
mound about the tree should be used 
only In fall transplanting, and should 
be leveled down as 'early as possible 
In the spring. If the plant is large 
It should be securely staked lo gene 
the etme purpose. 
Mulching with 


coane manure or straw will »ld In 
cold countries by preventing frost 
fiom penetrating the ground so deeply 
and In dry countries by holding moist- 
nre. 


The top of the plant must be pruned 


somewhat In proportion to the amount 
of roots that were destroyed In dig- 
ging. This usually means that one- 
half of the top should be cut nway 
when the plant has been well dug and 
handled and three-fourths or more If 
It has been poorly handled. As far as 
possible this should be done by re- 
moving 
whole limbs 
or branches 


rather than by cutting back the ends 
In order that the general shape or 
character of the plant may he kept 
II is often a help In protecting the 
roots from drying out too rapidly and 
assisting them In coming In Immediate 
close contact with ihe soil to dip them 
In very dilute clay and cow manure 
Just before planting or eivn In dilute 
clay alone.

Within a couple of years It is a 


very easy matter, with proper care, to 
have a very yood bearing strawberry 
patch, a good blackberry, raspberry,

grapes In three, or four years. 


Two or three hundred everbearing 


strawberry plants should, under nor- 
mal conditions, supply berries" for the 
family throughout the season—until 
frost. A couple of dozen of the larger 
berry bushes would produce well after 
'the second year; the same with cur- 
rants'and gooseberries.

With White Lead—Corrosive 


Sublimate Helps. 


Where large limbs must be sawed' 


off, or there are .cankers or dead' 
patches on irec trunks, the exposed- 
parts should be well painted over wlthi 
white lead. A teaspoonful of cOrro-| 
slve sublimate well mixed Inlo a quart, 
«f white lead, with Just a little oil to' 
thin, makes a good paint and disln-j 
fectant Do not paint any of the Hvei 
portion of bark, and If paint Is Inclined] 
to run throw some dust on to take; 
up the surplus. Any dead bark on' 
tree shanks should be cut out beforei 
painting. If trees have been pruned, 
to n high head or the trunks are ex-! 
posed to the sun, It will be a big help: 
to wrap these with one or two thick-! 
nesses of burlap or gnnnysack, after!

. With due respect for President Hus- 
is1 expert and technical knowledge or 
he Boston t Maine's problems, tho 
>ost cannot quite agree with him 
hat the best or only solution of the 
situation is for the road to be consol- 
dated with one of the trunk lines. 
Until about ten years ago the Boston 
i 
Maine had the longeit dividend 


record of any railroad in the country 
except the Pennsylvania, and it can- 
not be proved that conditions have 
changed so much in the last decade 
as to make railroading here unprofit- 
able 
That railroading in New England 


can and does pay, is amply attested 
by the success of the Boston t Ai- 
jany and the Bangor & Aroostook. 
It may be said that the success of the 
Boston & Albany is du_e to its affilia- 
tion with the New York Central, but 
it should not be forgotten that it was 
even more profitable ibefore* Ibeing 
leased to the Central. 
v 


The chief trouble with the Boston & 


Maine and the New Haven as is shown 
so glaringly by their poor record of 
operation this winter as contrasted 
with the 03 per cent, perfect record ot 
the Boston & Albany is that the two 
former were impoverished years ago 
and have never since recovered from 
that impoverishment. The New Haven 
was bled white in following out the 
ambitious policy of buying up all the 
collateral means of transportation In 
iU territory and tho Boston & Maine 
manageo'ient of years .ago failed to 
take advantage of its then 'excellent 
credit to put its road»and equipment 
in efficient and up-to-date condition. 


Since Mr. Hustis came to the Boston 


& Maine and'Alr. Pearson to the New 
llaycn neithcr/has had an ample sup- 
ply of funds to rehabilitate this road 
up to the point where efficient and 
profitable operation was possible. As 
a result, poor service at high cost to 
the public has been inevitable. What 
both roads sadly need-is the infu- 
sion of new capital so that New Eng- 
land may have the kind of service that 
is given by roads in other sections of 
the country and for that matter right 
here by the Boston &. Albany.
